Cabinet panel issues guidelines on 
helping local contractors, engineers 


AMMAN (Petra) - The 
Cabinet’s Financial, Economic 
and Planning Committee met on 
Friday and discussed various 
issues pertaining to the 
construction sector and ways and 
means to support the sector. 

.The committee, which met 
under the chairmanship of Prime 
Minister Zaid Rifai, discussed 
recommendations issued by 
another panel on foe construction 
sector. The recommendations 
covered issues related to 
extending support to local 
engineering offices to preserve 
high standards of performance. 

Also discussed by the 
committee was a working paper 
submitted by the special panel on 
the financial status of contracting 
companies in Jordan and the role 


of commercial banks in extending 
financial support to the 
construction sector as a whole. 

The committee issued a circular 
to all ministries and government 
departments to abide by 
instructions issued by the prime 
minister previously which said 
that local engineering offices — 
most dealing with design and 
supervision — should be given 
priority in being awarded 
contracts. However, the circular 
said, wherever foreign expertise 
was needed it could be made 
available upon approval. by a 
special committee.' 

The circular urged local 
engineering offices to give priority 
to local manpower in technical 
cadres and emphasised the need to 
evaluate contracts on the basis of 


their financial and tec h n ic al 
advantages. 

In another circular, die prime 
minister outlined the financial 
responsibilities of government 
departments and organisations 
towards contracting companies. 
The circular said that payments to 
contractors should be made only 
after thorough checking and 
scrutiny within one month after 
the receipt of invoices. 

The circular referred -to 
contra ctswhich indude provisions 
for advance payments for 
contractors and set as the 
maximum of such payments at 10 
per cent of the total contract 
value. This payment, the circular 
said, should only be made on the 
concerned contractor furnishing a 
bank guarantee . 


Pharmacists 
fail to ratify 
accord with 
Ministry 
of Health

AMMAN — Lengthy discussions 
between the Jordan Pharmacists 
Association (JPA) and a special 
panel grouping prominent 
pharmacists have failed to arrive 
at a consensus to ratify a 
compromise which was reached 
last week by the Ministry of 
Health and the JPA. Under the 
compromise accord the ministry 
and the association had agreed to 
settle all outs tanding disputes. 

The latest meeting, which was 
attended by JPA members and a 
special panel formed to discuss the 
new compromise with the 
ministry, failed to endorse the 
agreement but the association is 
expected to hold a number of 
sessions during die next week in 
order to ratify die accord. 

JPA sources, told the Jordan 
Times on Friday that they 
expected the agreement to be 
ratified despite differences 

Endorsing the agreement by the 
JPA and the special panel is not 
likely to solve the problem 
entirety as the ratifi cation needs 
the endorsement of the JPA 
general assembly. The general 
assembly approved at the 
beginning of this month a proposal 
to form a special committee to be 
entrusted with convincing the 
Ministry of Health to -back off on 
decisions ^t took -jregarding 
pharmacists and their practice. 

Among topics discussed 
between the JPA and the ministry 
before the agreement was readied 
last week were the JPA's 
membership in the Higher 
Medical CounriL, the issue of 
dispensing medicine without 
prescription and opening new 
pharmacies and their duty hours. 

The ministry has also deckled to 
set up a consultative committee to 
study the issue of licensing new 
pharmacies within one month. 
The committee wiD also propose 
means of allowing pharmittists to 
open drug stores. 

Regarding a recent decision by 
the ministry to ban the sale of 
antibiotics without doctor’s 
prescription, the JPA approved 
the step as included in the 
agreement and the minister of 
health reaffirmed that the decision 
will be implemented as of Sept 2. 
Under the agreement both sides 
also agreed to set up a committee 
to study means for dispensing 
drugs.

Expatriates conference — a major success

AMMAN - The second 
conference of Jordanian 
expatriates, which ended here 
Thursday, succeeded in 
reinforcing the annual gathering’s 
major objectives; to encourage 
investment in local capital-, 
industrial and agricultural 
projects, and to cement 
expatriates’ links with the 
homeland, according to Jordanian 
officials and participants 
themselves. 

For the 528 expatriates who 
took part in die meeting some of 
.whom have been out of Jordan for 
40 years as m the case of Farhan 
Halasah, a resident of Chile, and 
many others the conference was a 
“good forum” to project their 


The conference itself was a very 
important step for expatriates to 
be acquainted with the political, 
economic and labour policies, 
guiding the government. -It was 
equally i m portant and significant 
for. the Kingdom,' which is 
currently laimmtng its 1986-1990 
development plan at a projected 
cost of JD 3.15 million {dan, of 
which the private sector is 
expected to shoulder 47.57 per 
pent Such a meeting was vital in 
securing expatriates’ cash flow 
into local investment projects. 

Expatriates have agreed to 
establish two bedding companies 
in Jordan with a paid-np capital of 
JD 25 and JD 10 million 
respectively. Funds for these two 


selling shares to expatriates. 
Income from die two projects win 


be used for investment in local 
projects in the fields of tourism, 
education, trade, agriculture, 
industry, transportation, housing 
and construction. 

Expatriates also reendoxsed a 
former recommendation issued at 
the first conference here last July 
which called for setting up a JD 
100 million boldingoompany^also 
to invest in various 
socio-economic projects. 

The expatriates saw that the 
government has responded to 
some of their major demands as 
expressed during their first 
meeting for aflowing them to cany 
dual nationalities and expanding 
the number of seats in higher 
education institutions to 
accommodate their offsprings. 
Other demands, which were also 
met by the government, included 
social security coverage, customs 
exemptions, expanded investment 
fadfities and speedier process of 
security checks at Jordanian 
borders. The expatriates now 
seem to be more encouraged and 
reassured that Jordan wiD always 
extend them a helping hand and 
an open ear. 

For toe majority of Jordanian 
b usin essmen living in the Gulf 
area, the conference offered 
encouragement to chose various 
projects in winch they can invest 
some of their earnings. For the 
320,000- average income 
Jordanian expatriates who form 
the major working forces in 
neighbouring Arab countries the 
Amman meeting was a soothing 
event to help alleviate their fears 
of having to return home jobless 
due to the sharp decline in oil 
revenues in their respective 1 


' countries of employment. 

For these expatriates the most 
important considerations are: 
bousing schemes to accommodate 
.them as well as medium-sized 
investment projects and working 
chances in the labour market 

The government offered them 
encouragement by outiming its 
labour policies regarding the local 
and imported labour force. The 
1986-1990 development plan is 
also expected to create 100,000 
new jobs. 

The expatriates’ keen interest in 
investing in Jordan was evident in 
the recommendations issued at 
the end of their meeting. The 
recommendations called on 
expatriates: 

—To channel their investment 
'priorities into Jordan in view of 
increased government incentives 
.-to encourage investment 

— To support efforts to set up 
housing societies for Jordanian 
expatriates in coordination with 
the government 

— To help promote economic 
'integration between their host 
countries and Jordan. 

— To buy Central Bank of Jordan' 
(CBJ) development bonds. 

— To participate in efforts to set 
up a joint committee for 
consultations on investment 
affairs to bolster expatriates’ 
investments in Jordan. This 
committee is to meet regularly in 

Amman 

The recommendations also 
called on the concerned 
authorities to take legal measures 
against all those who refuse to 
honour their commitments in 
areas related to financial 
remittances and buying land and 


real estate. 

On the political scene, the 
expatriates, the majority of whom 
are Palestinians, reaffirmed their 
total support of His Majesty King 
Hussein’s efforts to strengthen the 
steadfastness of the Palestinians 
living in the occupied Arab 
territories and to promote Arab 
unity by reconciling Syria and 
Iraq. 

These two points were stated in 
the expatriates’ recommendations 
and in a cable they sent to King 
Hussein on Thursday. 

The conferees also voiced their 
gratitude for King Hussein’s 
policy of open-bridges between 
the East and West Banks of 
Jordan to support the 
Palestinians’ steadfastness under 
the Israeli occupation. 

It is noteworthy that these two 
points were reendorsed at a tnne 
when Jordan terminated political 
‘coordination with the leadership 
of the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO). 

The expatriates’ call for giving 
Jordanians living abroad the right 
to vote in parliamentary elections 
as well as in elections related to 
professional associations and 
municipalities was under serious 
consideration, according to a 
senior Jordanian official. 

“As long as these demands fall 
wi thin the constitutional rights 
granted to Jordanian citizens I 
expect the government to issue 
legislations” allowing the 
expatriates; who represent one 
fourth of Jordan's 3-5 million 
population, to vote during 
parliament elections.

AMMAN — Jordan’s decision 
last week to end the presence of 
Mr. Yasser Arafat’s mainstream 
Fateh faction in the country is 
another sign of the important shift 
in Jordan’s approach to peace in 
the Middle East. 

The Kingdom has abandoned 
its efforts to lift the peace process 
off the ground and has shifted to a 
long term strategy. According to 
the prime minister, Zaid Rifai, 
there is no chance in the 
meantime, to revive peace efforts 
in the area. 

As long as the PLO leadership 
refuses to accept the United 
Nations resolutions it would not 
be possible to hold an 
international peace conference to 
solve the Palestinian question, Mr. 
Rifai said on Sunday. 

Jordan suspended political 
coordination with the PLO 
leadership last February when the 
latter refused to accept U.N. 
Resolution 242, which recognises 
the right of the state of Israel to 
exist, without a reciprocal 
American recognition of the 
Palestinian people's right to 
relf-determmation.

U.S. shifts 
Palestinian 
aid from 
welfare 
to business 

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM 
(Agencies) — U.S. aid to 
Palestinians in the 
Israeli-occupied territories will 
shift from welfare programme to 
helping local businessmen whose 
efforts will improve the economy, 
according to a senior U.S. 
diplomat. 

“We want to go in a new 
direction and provide greater help 
to private entrepreneurs. We want 
to getaway from the social welfare 
orientation and help Palestinian 
businessmen, farmers and ! 
entrepreneurs find markets and 
expand their businesses," said 
U.S. Consul-General Morris 
Draper. 

Mr. Draper, a former Middle 
East envoy for President Ronald 
Reagan, is in effect the unofficial 
American ambassador to the 
Palestinians of the occupied West 
Bank and Gaza Strip. 

He said the United States had 
provided 570 million in aid to" 
those areas since 1975, including 
514 million this year. 

He spoke to a small audience of 
Israelis and Palestinians on the 
condition that only a fraction of 
his remarks be quoted. 

Replying to angty criticism 
from Palestinians at the meeting, 
Mr. Draper denied UJS. aid to the 
Wes: Bank and Gaza Strip was 
motivated by a desire to “disarm” 
Pales tinian nationalist demands 
by improving -local economic 
conditions. 

Mr. Draper said the plan was 
designed to stimulate the 
economies of the West Bank and 
the Gaza Strip and to provide 
more jobs for the Palestinians wbo 
live there. 

He said the idea* was to help 
businessmen and fanners 


been active in pursuing its new 
strategy of direct coordination 
with the Palestinian people inside 
the Israeli-occupied territories 
instead of with the PLO 
leadezship. 

The axis of this new strategy is a 
five-year development plan for 
the West Bank which is estimated 
to cost between £95 million and 
£155 million. According to 
Jordanian officials the plan’s 
major objective is to keep the 
Palestinians on their land. Jordan 
has its own security concerns 
because if the Palestinians started 
to leave they would come to 
Jordan and “this could be 
consistent with the Israeli claims 
that Jordan should be the 
substitute homeland for the 
Palestinian people.” 

Lentil now aid to the West Bank 
has been channelled through a 
joint PLO- Jordanian committee. 
Therefore the Jordanian plan and 
the expulsion of Mr. Arafat's 
deputy, Khalil Al Wazir (Abu 
Jihad) who heads the Palestinian 
side in the committee, 
strengthened doubts that Jordan 
would be using the new plan as a 
means of pressure on the West 
Bankers to abandon the PLO 
leadership and form a new 


pro-Jordanian leadership. 

“Our presence here is viewed to 
be dangerous since it would spoil 
their plans in the West Bank." Mr. 
Wazir has said, explaining the 
Jordanian order to expel him. 
before his departure last week. 

The Jordanian prime minister, 
however, strongly rejected that 
there is any competition between 
Jordan and the PLO to ctv to win 
over the 850,000 Palestinians in 
the occupied territories. Mr. Rifai 
said that the plan represented “ the 
least Jordan can do to help our 
people in the occupied 
territories.’’ 

Mr. Rifai confinned reports 
that Jordan supported 
appointments of Arab mayors by 
the Israeli authorities. "It is better 
than having Israeli military 
administrators," he said. 

Municipalities are believed to 
play an important role in the 
implementations and channelling 
of investment money. Mr. Rifai 
rejected the idea that Jordan was 
trying to create a substitute PLO 
leadership in the West Bank.

Mubarak gets European 
promises of support 


BONN(R) —Egyptian President 
Hosni Mubarak ended a 
whirlwind four-capita] tour of 
Western Europe and left for home 
on Friday with what he said were 
promises of support for measures 
to ease his country’s pressing 
economic problems. 

After talks in Bonn with 
Chancellor Helmut Kohl and 
Foreign Minister Hans-Dietrich 
Genscher, Mr. Mubarak told 
Reuters: 

“I have the support of Kohl and 
Genscher, exactly as I have also 
the support of France and Italy, 
and... I have British support. 1 
think everything is going well.’’ 

Mr. Mubarak's bid for 
increased European aid and 
.political backing for fresh 
International Monetary Fund 
(IMF) assistance began in Rome 
this week. He also visited Paris 
and London. 

An Egyptian spokesman said 
Mr. Mubarak believed his trip had 
increased European Community 
support and understanding for 
Cairo's need of international 


credit on favourable conditions. 

Egypt already depends heavily 
on U.S. economic aid. 

Mr. Mubarak told European 
leaders Egypt realised it must 
reform its economy, but that this 
must be done in a way that would 
not create unbearable social and 
political pr oblems. 

"We will certainly take 
Egyptian political realities into 
consideration," Dr. Kohl told 
reporters after Friday's talks. 

Egypt is seeking fresh standby 
credits and a favourable IMF 
rescheduling agreement on its S36 
billion debt. 

The country’s economic crisis 
has been compounded by the 
slump in oil prices, which las cost 
it over 51 billion. 

Asked if he was satisfied with 
his European tour, Mr. Mubarak 
said: “You can see I'm happy. I 
always come here with a perfectly 
prepared position.'' 

The Egyptian leader was 


speaking as he left the Egyptian 
ambassador's residence to board 
his plane back to Cairo. 


Shultz and Shevardnadze 
may meet in September 


MOSCOW (R) —The Soviet and 
U.S. foreign ministers are 
expected to meet in New York in 
September to prepare for a new 
summit, a senior Western 
dipknnatic sources said Friday. 

The superpowers have also 
agreed to hold additional talks 
between officials in the near 
future on issues that will come up 
at the summit, the source said. 

Kremlin leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev and President Ronald 
Reagan promised last November 
to meet again this year, but 
Moscow has said it will fix a date 
only when there is a prospect of a 
new arms control accord. 

The source, who spoke on 
condition that he not be named, 
said there had been an attempt to 


arrange a meeting between 
Foreign Minister Eduard 
Shevardnadze and Secretary of 
State George Shultz before the 
summer but this had virtually been 
ruled out. 

The superpowers were not 
heading towards a meeting while 
Mr. Shevardnadze in New York 
for the annual session of the 
United Nations General 
Assembly, the source said.

Khaddam: Hostages are not in Bekaa Valley 


.BEIRUT (Agencies) — Lebanon’s Falangist and 
opposition leaders are sharply divided over Syrian 
Vice-President Abdul Halim Khaddam’s high-level 
discussions in Paris, local newspapers said Friday. 

Sunni Muslim Prime Minister hostages had long been moved 


Rashid Karami told local media 
Mr. Khaddam's visit to Paris was 
extremely important, adding that 
a solution to Lebanon’s 11-year 
civ Q war was only months away. 

“ Salvation is now dose and will 
not exceed the coming few 
months,” he was quoted as saying. 

Fiance and Syria have agreed 
on steps to improve their relations 
during Mr. Khaddam’s talks with 
Prime Minister Jacques Chirac. 
The Syrian official's visit to Paris 
ended Thursday. 

Mr. Karami said the 
Syrian-backed security plan in 
mainly Muslim west Beirut was 
going well and there were plans to 
extend it to other areas of 
Lebanon. 

But Falangist Finance Minister 
Camille Chamoun reiterated 
earlier Falangist criticism of the 
deployment of Syrian troops in 
west Beirut on July 4 to curb 
militia anarchy. 

“Whatever attempts Mr. 
Khaddam makes to justify the 
presence of Syrian forces and give 
them a legal aspect the Syrian 
presence in west Beirut is unlawful 
and illegitimate,” he said in a 
statement' published by several 
local newspapers. 

Mr. Khaddam said Thursday 
that Freach and American 
hostages in Lebanon were being 
held in an area under authority of 
Lebanese militias, not in the 
Syrian-controlled Bekaa Valley as 
has been widely reported. 

Mr. Khaddam said he does not 
know the exact site where the 
Americans and French are being 
held and had no precise 
information on the fate of the 
hostages, including those said to 
have beat executed. 

“We are only sure that they are 
not there where the Syrian forces 
are.” he told a news conference. 

There have been unconfirmed 
reports in Lebanon that the 


from the eastern Bekaa region and 
were perhaps being held in Beirut. 
But these reports were not 
officially confirmed. 

“I can assure you that the 
hostages are not in the Bekaa” 
Mr. Khaddam said. “They are 
being held in a region where there 
are no Syrian forces.” 

He said that Syria has been 
m aking a “great effort” on behalf 
of both the American and French 
hostages and would continue to do 
so as a matter of principle. 

Mr. Khaddam made the 
remarks at the end of a two-day 
official visit to France devoted to 
improving bilateral relations. 

France, which has been actively 
seeking the release of hostages, 
has stepped up efforts to improve 
ties with Damascus and normalise 
relations with Iran. 

Both countries are thought to 
have influence over the groups 
claiming to hold the hostages. 

When two of nine French 
hostages, held by the 
Revolutionary Justice 
Organisation, were freed on June 
20, French Premier Jacques 
Chirac publicly thanked Syria. 

Mr. Khaddam said he had no 
information on tire fate of two 
hostages reported to have been 
killed. 

Islami c Jihad (Islamic holy 
war), the pro-Iranian group 
claiming to bold the Americans 
and five of the Frenchmen, 
claimed last October it had killed 
W illiam Buckley, a UJS. diplomat 
seized in March 1984. The group 
d aimed in March that it had 
killed Michel Seurat, a French 
Mideast researcher, kidnapped in 
May 1985. No body has bear 
found in either case. 

The Syrian official, who met 
Wednesday with President 
Francois Mitterrand and Premier 
Jacques Chirac, expressed 
satisfaction with the movement in 


Freoch-Syriaa relations. 

“A new page has been opened 
in French -Syrian relations," he 
said. 

The visit to Paris by Syria’s No. 
2 leader is the highest-level 
meeting Damascus has held with 
France since Mr. Mitterrand 
visited Sjrria in 1984. 

The two countries have deckled 
to reinforce political,' economic 
and cultural ties and have agreed 
to organise bilateral meetings of 
experts, the premier's spokesman, 
Denis Baudoin, said Wednesday. 
He announced that Mr. Chirac 
may visit Damascus before the 
end of the year to inaugurate a 
French cultural centre. 

Mr. Baudoin said the hostage 
issue was discussed “at length." 

Asked if the warming in 
relations between Damascus and 
Paris was linked to the French 
effort to free its remaining 
hostages. Mr. Khaddam said: 
“There is no direct link between 
the relations, whether they are 
good, less good etc- and Syria’s 
effort toward the hostages." 

The French government's 
efforts to improve relations with 
both Iran and Syria are seen by 
commentators in Pam as linked to 
concern for die hostages. 

Fiance has partially complied 
with Iran’s conditions for 
normalising relations, strained 
since the 1979 I ranian revolution. 


Less than two weeks after 
Iranian opposition leader 
Massoud Rajavi abandoned his 
headquarters outside Paris under 
Reach government pressure, two 
members of a four-man TV crew 
kidnapped in March were set free. 

France is currently negotiating 
foe reimbursement of a 51 billion 
loan the former Shah of Iran made 
to France for a nuclear project. 

However, it has indicated it will 
be unable to comply with a third 
condition, the end to new arms 
contracts with Iraq, at war with 
Iran. France is Iraq’s second 
major arms supplier after the 
Soviet Union and the government 
has said . it will not abandon 
Baghdad. 


Sister of Beirut hostage to visit Syria 


NIOOSIA,Cyprus (AP) - Peggy 
Say, sister of American hostage 
Terry Anderson, said Friday she 
will fhr to Damascus to press 
senior Syrian officials to help free 
him and four other Americans 
held by Shfite Muslim extremists 
in Lebanon. 

Mis. Say, of Batavia, New York, 
told a news conference in 
Nicosia's Hilton Hotel that she 
was informed earlier Friday that 
the Syrians, the main power 
brokers in Lebanon, have granted 
her a visa. 

She said she will fly to 
Damascus Sunday and will 
“express the appreciation of the 
families of all the American 
hostages to President Hafez Assad 
and other Syrian officials for their 
public statements on behalf of the 
hostages.” 

The Syrians, who have planned 


a key role in freeing two French 
captives this year, have said they 
wot do all they can to get out 17 
other foreigners kidnapped by 
extremists in Lebanon. 

. “I'm sure the Syrians will do 
ev e r y thin g they can,” said Mrs. 
Say. 

She declared she will seek “to 
reinforce President Assad's 
commitment to do what he can to 
resolve the hostage issue.” 

The Syrians have repeatedly 
stressed they do not control the 
extremist factions who have 
kidnapped 55 foreigners in 
Lebanon since January, 1984. 
Most have been released, but six 
have been killed and three others 
reported slain. 

But the Syrians control east 
Lebanon's Bekaa Valley, a Shfite 
stronghold. Syrian troops have in 
the last two weeks imposed a 


semblance of order in Muslim 
west Beirut where the Shf ites ajso 
bold territory. Syria is Iran's main 
Arab ally in the Gulf war against

Massoud Rajavi: Iranian 


regime arresting doctors 


AMMAN (J.T.) - Iranian 
resistance leader Massoud Rajavi 
has addressed a letter to United 
Nations Secretary-General Javier 
Perez de Cuellar on the new wave 
or arrest and suppression of 
Iranian physicians by the 
Khomeini regime, according p a 
pressrelease received in Amman. 

Mr. Rajavi asked die UN. 
secretary general to implement 
urgent and preventive measures in 
order to slop the crack-down on 
Iranian doctors and “prevent the 
taking place of an atrocity that 
would not conform in the least 
manner with humanitarian 
standards," the People's 
Majahedeen of Iran said in the 
press release. 

In his letter to the U.N. 
.secretary -general , Mr. Rajavi 
said: “The illegitimate authorities 
of Khomeini 1 s regime, such as 
Prime Minister Mousavi, 
Prosecutor-General Khoeiniha 
and Interior Minister 
Mohtasbemi, have one after the 
other put the Iranian medical 
community under the harshest of 
pressures. By dissolving the board, 
of directors of the Medical 
Association, the regime seeks to 
exert maximum control over the 
physicians. According to the latest 
reports, a number of the doctors 
have been detained and subjected 
to brutal torture, and other 


doctors have been threatened with 
arrest and suppression. 

■ “These measures have taken 
place following the peaceful 
protests of Iranian doctors against 
the inhuman laws of Khomeinis 
regime in regard to physicians,” 
the press release said. 

Also in his message, Mr. Rajavi 
$aid: “In recent years, the 
Khomeini regime has deprived the 
Iranian people of the nrinimmn 
medical fatalities by forcibly 
dispatching ' doctors, and 
channelling medical and drugs 
resources, to the war fronts. 
Furthermore, sick or wounded 
patients interned in the hospitals, 
and sometimes even when they 
were about to undergo surgery, 
have to date frequently been 
taken by force by the Khomeini 
regime’s guards, who considered 
them as being political suspects, to 
tile torture-centres. In addition, 
the names of more than 100 
physicians can be seen in tiie list of 
names of over 12,000 (of the total 
of 50,000) victims of political 
execution.” 

Copies of tiie letter have been 
seat to all human rights bodies and 
organisations, including Amnesty 
International, International Red 
Cross and the Human Rights 
Committee of the European 
Parliament , the press release 
added. 


Bush trip shows fresh 
U.S. interest in Mideast 


WASHINGTON (Agencies) — 
Vice-President George Bush's 
forthcoming trip to the Middle 
East is intended to signal U.S. 
determination to reassert itself in 
the region after a series of 
setbacks, a Bush aide has said. 
“Ihis is a reengagement,” the 

official told a small group of 
reporters. 

The official, who spoke oa 
condition be not be identified, said 
the Reagan administration is 
ready to end a period of 
retrenchment that began with the 
withdrawal of U-S. Maxines from 
Lebanon in February, 1984. 

“This trip is to si gnal we 
continue to be very much 
interested in our dose friends in 
the region we > are very modi 
concerned and interested in 
continuation of the . peace 
process." he said. 

The official also said Mr. Bush’s 
visit could pave tiie way for a later 
trip to the area by Secretary of 
State George Shultz. 

But he emphasised that new 
U.S. peace proposals are rot in the 
offing and no breakthroughs are 
expected during Mr. Bush's. 
10-day visit to Israel, Jordan, and 
Egypt beginning July 27. 

“This is a listening and 
exploratory and symbolic trip," be 
said. 

The official said a proposal by 
Jordan that a stop in Syria be 


added to the itinerary was rejected 
because /‘the tuning is not good." 

Damascus and Washington 
have been at odds over US. 
efforts to combat terrorism; 
particularly allegations that Syria 
has encouraged some of the 
terrorist activity. • 

The official acknowledged, 
however, that “Syria has to be 
dealt with in terms of any' peace 
arrangement" 

On specific issues, the official 
said the administration was 
hoping to make final decisions on 
an economic aid package to Egypt 
in time for Mr. Bush to personally 
deliver the news. 

Egypt is struggling with massive 
foreign debt problems and has 
asked Washington to reduce 
interest payments on. military- 
loans and shift aid from 
development projects to cash. 

The official expressed support 
for Jordan’s recent decision to 
dose the . Jordanian offices of 
Yasser Arafat’s Fateh wing of the 
Palestine Liberation 
Organisation. 

He also said U.S. ties with Israel 
remained strong despite tiie 
recent conviction of an American 
citizen on charges of raying for 
Israel against the United States. 

While House deputy press 
secretary Edward Djerejian said 
at a briefing at the Foreign Press 
Centre on July 17 that the rice

Pentagon approves sale 


of vehicles to S. Arabia 


WASHINGTON (USIA) -The 
U.S. Defence Department 
informed Congress it has 
approved the sale of an array of 
motor vehicles valued at S202 
million to Saudi Arabia to 
improve Saudi security and 
enhance the foreign policy of the 
United States. 

In a memorandum for 
correspondents, released on July 
17, the Defence Department said 


the proposed sale would indude 
2,263 trucks, 1389 trailers, 129 
ambulances, support and 
concurrent spare parts. 

The Defence Department 
memorandnm said the 
“noa-lethai transport vehicles wfl] 
significantly improve the 
readiness posture of the Saudi 
Arabian land forces,” without 
affecting the basic military 
balance in the region.

Arab, Jewish groups condemn anti-Arab violence in U.S. 


WASHINGTON (USIA) - 
Representatives of leading Arab 
American and Jewish 
organisations in the United States 
have met together in Washington 
to denounce terrorism — 
particularly acts of violence aimed 
at Axab Americans. 

The organisations’ leaders 
testified before the Subcommittee 
ontCriminal Justice of the House 
Judiciary Committee. The 
subcommittee chairman. 
Representative John Conyers, 
reminded his colleagues that 
“ethnic violence against Arab 
Americans ... must be perceived as 
a threat against all Americans. 
Anyone who seeks to deny, 
fundamental democratic freedom 
to any ethnic, religious or racial 
group should pay a very high cost 
This can only be accomplished 
with vigorous- and swift 
investigations by both federal and 
local authorities.” 

Mr. Conyers cited in particular 
the unsolved murder of Akx 
Odeh, the west coast director of 
the Americaa-Arab 
Anti- Discrimination Committee 
(ADC). “We on the 


subcommittee are deeply 
concerned that the federal 
investigation into the murder of 
Odeh has produced rot a single 
indictment The perpetrators of 
this crime must be punished. In 
the memory of Alex Odeh and all 
that this country stands for we 
mutt insist on it” 

The subcommittee members! 
heard testi m o ny from Ohver B.r 
Revell, executive assistant 
director of tire Federal Bureau of 
Investigation . (FBI). ReveU 
assured the committee that “tiie 
FBI remains sensitive to the 
concerns and complaints of tiie 
Arab American community and 
will vigorously pursue any 
violations against this community 
where there is a legal justification 
to do so.” 

Revell reported that in 
November, 1985, shortly after the 
Los Angeles bombing incident 
that killed Alex Odeh and several 
other terrorist incidents, FBI 
Director William H. Webster 
convened a meeting of senior 
bureau officials to exchange 
intelligence and underscore hrs 
personal commitment to arresting 


those responsible for the 
bombings. 

The FBI officials also disclosed 
that the Bureau has focused on 
certain "Jewish extremist 
dements” as suspects in tiie Odeh 
case. "I can tell you that 
substantial progress has been 
made and that a definite 
investigative- focus' has - ^een 
established,”, he said. “In other 
words, we have suspects in this 
case and are pursuing those 
suspects.” Bat he acknowledged 
that the bureau did not have 
sufficient evidence to make any 
arrests. 

According to Revell, FBI 
investigations of domestic 
terrorist groups have produced 
numerous ar rest s and convictions 
for such violations as robbery, 
bombings and racketeering. He 
quoted FBI figures which show 
that the number of domestic 
terrorist incidents has dr 


dramatically from 42 in 1981 to 
seven incidents in 1985. Four of 
the seven incidents were believed 
to involve “Jewish terrorist 
groups.” 

Revell was asked to comment 


oh allegatio ns by the National 
Alliance Newspaper that the 
' Odeh inquiry had been dropped. 
The paper published a 
memorandum by a Los 
Angeles-based U.S. ..Secret 
Service a gru t that said the FBI 
had disoaaliniied its investigation. 
“The Secret Service is not 
involved in the Odehlnvcttjgation 
i,and the unidentified agent who 
wrote the memo has smee been 
subjected to corrective 
measures,” said Revell. He 
concluded that what the agent 
probably meant was that there was 
no evidence in the case to support 
criminal charges against any. 
suspect. 

Among the Arab American 
representatives testifying was 
James Abourezk, / national 
chairman of the American-Arab 
Anti Discrimination Committee, 
who commented that racism 
directed at Americans of Arab 
descent “has encouraged acts of 
violence against Arab Americans 
throughout the United States.” 
He and David Sadd, representing 
the National Association of Arab 
Americans, contended that 


negative images of Arabs in the 
media have also contributed to 
stereotyping. He requested in the 
committee do what it could to 
“call attention to the new 
anti-Semitism” which is sweeping 

thr& land.

some individuals may try to 
prevent the opinions of Arab 
Americans from being heard, 
“instances of political exclusions 
have not stopped the advance of 
Arab Americans into greater 
political participation.

Disunity and the ‘crisis’ of Arab culture

AMMAN — A leading Egyptian 
intellectual has called for a rerival 
of unity of Arab culture after, 
decades of alienation due to 
political, economical, social and _ 
cultural reasons. Dr. Samir' 
Saihan, a deputy minister of 
culture in Egypt, as well as an 
author, addressed a group of 
Egyptian and Jordanian writers, 
artists, and intellectuals at toe 
Royal Cultural Centre on 
Wedn e sday, on the present crisis 
of Arab culture. 

According to Dr. Saihan, one of 
the major reasons for toe exists is 
the censorship of books and 
periodicals in Arab countries. He 
said that when he was a student in 
Cairo in toe 1950’S, students were 
allowed to read uncensored books 
and therefore had the opportunity 
to think as they pleased. These 
books by Arab writers, he said, 
were read by Arabs all over, and 


hence they all shared toe same 
knowledge. He added that, 
although Arabsshare the same 
background and history, it is very 
strange that universities and 
'schools today, use books by local 
writers instead of those by Arab 
writers. 

Dr. Saihan also explained that 
television has played a large role 
in the cultnxal “ crisi s” b e c ause 
people now prefer watching 
television rather than reading, or 
talking and discussing. Hie said: 
“Television entertains by giving 
false pictures of the truth around 
us. The choices of programmes in 
Arab countries are mostly 
superficial and fantastic, and 
people are attracted to this. The 
screen prevents mdividnals from 
thinking about their political and 
economic situation and it inhibits 
open discussion. We were more 
aware of the realities around us 
when we were students without 
the influence of televirion.” He 
also added that television has 


changed true and honest art into 
commercial-art in which artists are 
performing or writing for money, 
rather than importing important 
and critical ideas to the audience. 

Dr. Sarhan gave examples of 
how culture has changed since the 
1950’s. “The Egyptian AI Ahram 
daily newspaper used to have a 
different poem, on the front page 
each day but how it does not. 
Also, die political books in Egypt 
are now written by people who 
know nothing about politics or 
history,” he raid. 

He wait on to say that his son, 
for example, does not like the 
choice of books he is forced to 
read at school and that he throws 
them away at the end of the school 
year. During his own schooldays, 
however, students always liked 
the books they read, learned from 
them, and kept them. 

Dr. Sarhan said that Arabs must 
stop their isolation from each 
other and from the rest of the 
.world.

Jordan, Bahrain sign minutes

Former Turkish premier 


is no stranger

ANKARA — Former Turkish 
Prime Minister Bui rat Ecevit. 
who went on trial on Thursday 
accused of involvement in party 
politics, is no stranger to prison. 

He spent so me six months in jail 
in 1981 and 1982 for breaching 
regulations imposed by the 
military after it took over in 1980 
which were intended to stifle both 
political activity and criticism of 
the takeover. 

Ecevit, 61, was three times 
prime minister in the 1970s at the 
bead of the Republican People's 
Party, the broadly social 
democratic institution founded by 
Mustafa Kemal Ataturk, father of 
the Turkish Republic. 

He was not in office when foe 
military took over but like other- 
political leaders was banned party 
politics — in his case to 1992 — 
for what was seen as their part in 
foe turmoil of the period which 
cost more than 5,000 lives. 

Ecevit, since the coup, has 
travelled widely in Europe making 
speeches, outlining bis political 
theories and defending democracy 
and secularism in Turkey. He has 
also devoted much of his time to 
the other love of his life, writing 
poetry and translating works into 
Turkish. 

His last prison term, two 
months in 1982, arose from an 
interview he gave to Dutch 
television and an article he wrote 
for the West German weekly Der 
Spiegel in which he challenged foe 
military’s views of Ataturk's 
principles.

After more than a year’s 
gestation, foe Democratic Left 
Party (DLP) was bom at the end 
of 1985 with his wife Rahsan at 
the helm and Bulent Ecevit clearly 
foe guiding light 

After 1983, the political 
atmosphered had become 
gradually freer but Ecevit was not 
as ready to take advantage of it as 
Demirel until a ban on their public 
speaking was lifted in April this 
year. 

In May, however, he addressed 
a convention of foe DLP — 
something more daring than 
Demirel has done — and it was 
that which brought legal action 
against him. 

The speech, in which he 
attacked restrictions on political 
life and demanded a new 
constitution, showed he had not 
lost his masterly powers of 
oratory. 

To many Turks outside the DLP, 
however, he is a spent political 
force and some view him as an 
ivory-tower politician sitting at his 
apartment in an Akara suburb, 
writing speeches, statements and 
poetry, while Demirel maintains 
his grass roots contacts. 

An opinion poll taken five 
weeks after Ecevit’s 
headline-grabbing speech gave 
the DLP just 3 St per cent support 
and it remains to be seen whether 
the case against him will boost its 
fortunes.

COLOMBO — Prospects for a 
peaceful solution to Sri Lanka's 
ethnic strife look uncertain as 
opposition mounts to a 
government plan to share power.

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Week of savagery underlines Muslim-Hindu rivalry

AHMEDABAD, India — A 
week of sectarian savagery that 
killed nearly 50 people in this 
western city has underlined the 
deep-seated passions dividing 
India's Hindu and Muslim 
communities. 

Nearly 40 years after massacres 
accompanied foe subcontinent's 
partition into mainly-Hindu India 
and Muslim Pakistan bloody 
clashes between India’s Hindus 
and Muslims are still a regular 
occurrence. 

Bat the bitterness of last week's 
violence shook the nation. 

“Lasting damage has been done 
to foe religious sentiments of both 
foe communities in foe violence,'' 
said the Indian Express 
newspaper as the riotting 
subsided. 

Obscenities shouted at Muslim 
bystanders from a Hindu 
procession on July 9 were enough 
to plunge this industrial city of 2.5 
million into a weeklong 
breakdown of law and order. 

Within minutes, Ahmedabad 
exploded like a tinder-box. 
Muslim stones, fire bombs and 
bullets rained from foe rooftops 
onto the 50,000 devotees of the 
God Jagannath (juggernaut, lord 
of the universe). 

Fanning out through the 15fo 
century old quarter the Hindus, 
counter-attacked in a rampage of 
death, arson and pillage that set 
the Muslim minority reeling. 

One week later, after police had 
opened fire dozens of times and 
arrested more than 1,400 people, 
hundreds of shops and homes had 
been burned, 5 1 people were dead 
and more than 200 had been 
injured in Ahmedabad and 
several towns and cities across 
Western Gujarat state. 

Eyewitnesses said Hindus 
appeared deeply outraged at the 
attaack on the annual procession 
puffing huge chariots with idols of 
J aganna th and other gods. 

Similar violence at last year's 
procession had caused only seven 
deaths. This year, however, 
militant Hindu religious leaders 
had made special efforts for a 
massive turn-out and refused to 
change the route to avoid sensitive 
Muslim districts. 

Both communities appeared to 
be raring for a fight after 
month-long dashes ke January,* 
sparked by a common street brawl 
during a kite-flying festival, in 
which 25 people died.

5,000 years of human activity revealed at Bab edh-Dhra’ site

The following is part one in aseries of ankles on archaeological finds 
along the south-eastern shores of the Dead Sea. The first four of these 
articles, on excavations at the Bab edh-Dhra' site are scheduled to 
appear in this week’s Jordan Times, while the others are planned for 
next week. - 


THERE are few places in the 
Middle East! and perhaps even in 
the world, where the marvel of 
nature, the march of time, and the 
legacy of God converge as 
magically as they do in the region 
along the south-eastern shores of 
the Dead Sea. . 

Known today as die Southern 
Ghors (* * a I aghwar al 
janoubjyyeh”), this region was, 
on til a decade ago, one of Jordan's 
neglected backwaters, a 
conspicuous dead end hemmed in 
by die formidable barriers of the 
Dead Sea to the west, the 
inhospitable Wadi 'Araba to the 
south, and a chain of rugged trills 
to the n o r t h . The few people who 
lived in the Southern Ghors in the 
early 1970s were pockets of 
relatively isolated tomatoe 
fanners and pastoral nomads, 
linked to the rest of the world by a 
small road to Kerak. 

By the late- 1970s, however, the 
Southern Ghors had started to 
come to life once 'again under- the 
impact of three developments: 
the Arab Potash Company's large 
potash industry, the construction 
of the Wadi ’Araba road linking 
Kerak and Aqaba, and the 
integrated rural development, 
projects of ,fhe. Jordan Valley .. 
Authority. ’ 

Tn the past decade, the': 
population of die Southern Ghors 
has more than tripled, to reach an 
estimated 20,000 people today. 
The landscape has changed 
radically, and now sports a wide 
variety of agricultural projects, 
small4cale service and transport 
industries, schools, medical 
centres, housing schemes, roads, 
water and power networks, and 
the ubiquitous bands of uniformed 
schoolchildren. 

The current development of the 


Souther Ghors, however, is not as 
novel as it might appear at first 
sight. Newsworthy as it might be in 
the context of this century, it is, ip 
fact the third or fourth time that 
the region has flourished since the 
start of recorded history in the 
Early Bronze Age, some 5000 
years ago. 

Along with socio-economic 
development, the past two 
decades have also brought 
renewed .interest in the 
archaeological history of the 
Southern Ghors. Teams from 
Jordan and several other countries 
have recently carried out 
archaeological surveys and 
excavations in several areas in the 
Southern Ghors and the northern 
Wadi ’Araba, piecing together the 
rich ancient history of a unique 
landscape that is rich in the history 
and religious heritage \ of 
humankind. 

In a series of articles over the 
next two weeks, the Jordan Times 
will examine the results of 
archaeological excavations and 
surveys that have been conducted 
in the Southern Ghors in recent 
years. The series starts with four 
articles on the major djg at die 
Early Bronze Age townsite of Bab 
edh-Dhra’, and. continues with 
articles on Numeira. Safi and 
several other smaller sites in die 
Southern Ghors. 

Bob edh-Dhra’ 

One and a half. kilometres east 
of the Kerak -Southern Ghors 
road junction is the important 
Early Bronze Age walled town of 
Bab edh-Dhra’. It sits back about 
150 metres north of the Kerak 
road, and is identified by a blue 
Department of Antiquities sign 
visible from the road. 

The 3rd Millennium B.C. Early 


Bronze Age walled town and 
cemetery at Bab edh-Dhra’ were 
first recognised in 1924 by the 
American archaeologist William. 
F. Albright. The first excavations 
were conducted in the mid-1960s 
by the late Paul Lapp of die 
United States. 

The site has been studied most 
recently by an interdisciplinary 
te«m headed by the American 
scholars Dr. Walter E. Rest of 
Valparaiso University (Indiana) 
and Dr. R. Thomas Schaub of 
Indiana State University of 
Pennsylvania. They worked at 
Bab edh-Dhra’ in 1967 with 
Professor Lapp, but tty the early 
1970s, they had both remained 
“bothered” by the inability of 
grkftng scholarship to firmly link 
the large Early Bronze Age 
settlement at Bab edh-Dhra’ with 
the adjacent, and very large, 
cemetery. . 


Something of a brief 
detective-like hunt ensued in 
March 1972, when they started 
encountering Early Bronze 
pottery in Amman that they 
traced, after much questioning, to 
the Southern Ghors region. 

“The pottery we were being 
shown in Amman was definitely 
Early Bronze, but not from Bab 
edh-Dhra',” Dr. Schaub told the 
Jordan Times in a recent interview 
here. “We finally traced it to the 
Southern Ghors, perhaps from 
Feifeh” he said, “but that only 
provided us with a new impetus to 
examine die whole region along 
the south-eastern shore of the 
Dead Sea” 

Before starting the first of four 
seasons of excavations between 
1975 and 1981, they surveyed the 
area in the vicinity and south of 
Bab edh-Dhra’ in 1973, aiming to 
place the large site within its

proper historical and geographical 
context. 

They discovered that Bab 
edh-Dhra' was not an isolated 
urban phenomenon in an 
otherwise sparsely populated 
area. Rather, it was the largest and 
northernmost of a line of Early 
Bronze Age sites along the 
south-east shore of the Dead Sea. 
Two of these sites — Bab 
edh-Dhra’ and Numeira — had 
similar internal layouts, and were 
both located on promontories 
overlooking die Dead Sea. They 
were also adjacent to fertile 
agricultural lands and had good 
sources of fresh water nearby. 

These two sites have now been 
excavated, and their dates and 
interconnections during the EB 
III period have been firmly 
established. Other sites with 
similar Early Bronze Age remains 
were also identified at Safi, Feifeh 
and Khneizirah. There are also 
some scattered EB remains 
elsewhere -in the south-eastern 
plain . probably evidence of people 
related to the towns but not living 
in them. 

The survey identified five Early 
Bronze Age settlements, at Bab 
edh-Dhra', Numeira, Feifeh, Safi 
and Khneizirah — al! of which, 
except for Safi, appeared to be 
walled towns. They were all 
established in almost identical 
settings: on finger-like 
promontories or plateaus jutting 
out from the foothills over the 
ghor, overlooking fertile fields, 
and adjacent to perennial water 
sources. One of the intriguing 
sidelights of the work in the 
Southern Ghors has been the 
scholarly debate about whether 
these five Early Bronze Age 
settlements may be, in fact, the 
biblical “Cities of the Plain”. 
Mentioned in the accounts of 
Genesis 14, these five biblical 
cities were Sodom, Gomorrah, 
Admah, Zeboiim and Zoar. Rast 
and Schaub decided to expand 
their planned fieldwork into a 
regional survey, covering the five 
Early Bronze Age settlements 
identified in their 1973 survey. 

“We expanded the project into 
a regional one, and pat together 


an interdisciplinary staff to allow 
us to study and reconstruct as 
much as possible of the ancient 
cultures,” Dr. Rast said in a recent 
interview here with the Jordan 
Times. 

"The Expedition to the 
Southeast Dead Sea Valley, 
Jordan” was launched in 1974, 
with plans to conduct an initial 
four seasons of excavations at Bab 
edh-Dhra' and Numeira. These 
have been completed, and the 
volumes from these seasons 
should be published in the coming 
year. Fieldwork is expected to 
resume this year or next. 

The Southern Ghors area did 
not die out forever after the Early 
Bronze Age. there is some 
evidence of activity in the area 
during the Iron Age, though this 
has not yet been clearly 
documented in the few digs that 
have taken place. 

During the Late 
Roman/ Byzantine period 
(3rd-7th Centuries A.D.). the 
area was once again densely 
inhabited and extensively 
cultivated, as we know mainly 
from surface surveys and literary 
references. The region flourished 
again during the medieval 
Arab/Islamic period, during the 
13th/14th Centuries A.D., and is 
now experiencing yet another 
agriculture-based revival. 

Today's rising population and 
expanding agriculture in the 
Southern Ghors and northern 
'Araba should therefore be 
recognised for what they are — 
the latest phase of historical 
development patterns dating back 
at least 5,000 years. 

Urbanism, intensive 
agriculture, exports of food, 
transit trade and the other 
socio-economic features that 
define the area today have all been 
experienced before in antiquity. 
This highlights the relevance of 
archaeological investigations to 
Jordan’s contemporary 
development objectives, for a 
greater understanding of how and 
why ancient communities thrived 
and then disappeared in this area 
should be of some value to 
modem development planners. 


Scientists say Earth’s interior is

NEW YORK — A technology 
designed to mine heat from the 
Earth’s interior has succeeded for 
the first time in producing energy 
on a potentially commercial scale, 
according to scientists at the Los 
Alamos National Laboratory and 
the Energy Department. 

Millions of gallons of water, 
pumped two and a half miles deep 
under the mountainous New 
Metico landscape, was heated by 
underground rock to more than 
350 degrees Fahrenheit (176 
degrees Celsius), enough for 
efficient generation of electricity 
as well as beating of factories ana 
homes.. 

•By the end of a monthlong trial 
the project. Hot Dry Rock, was 
geneiatixq; enough usable heat to 
power a town of 2,000 people. 

. The -Los Alamos project has 
been closely monitored by energy • 


experts from Japan, which helped 
pay for it, and from several 
European countries, which are 
beginning or planning similar 
projects. 

Their hope is that the 
technology will provide a dean, 
economical, widely applicable 
source of energy as an alternative 
to fossil fuels and nuclear energy. 

Unlike conventional 
geothermal energy, which. draws 
steam or hot water from natural 
underground reservoirs, hot dry 
rock technology does not depend 
on the fortuitous availability of 
geysers or hot springs. 

“Yon could put it in downtown 
Washington, D.C., if you wanted 
to,” said Richard Benson, the 
programme manager at Los 
Alamos. 

The hot dry rock system works 
Eke a giant radiator in reverse. 
Water is forced down one well 
through a region of fractured, 
naturally hot rod: and then. 


superheated and under high 
pressure, back up a second well to 
the surface. There, turning into ■ 
steam, it can drive turbines to 
generate electricity, or it can serve ' 
as a direct source of heat for 
industrial processes. 

To create an area of fractures in - 
the hard granite 13,000 feet 
(3,900 metres) below the 
ponderosa pines and aspen that 
cover New Mexico’s Jemez 
Mountains, the Los Alamos 
scientists adapted technology 
from the oil -industry. Engineers 
drilled a deep hole into the solid 
rock and pumped in water at high 
pressure, forcing an array of 
cracks to open out from the base 
of the wefl. 

By drilling a second well into 
the fractured area the engineers 
created a dosed loop, a tricky 
process, since if the two wells are 
too close a “short circuit” can 
prevent efficient heating. The Los 
Alamos project went through 14 


years, SI 60 million and at least 
ooe major failure. 

“In the process of learning a lot, 
we've also made the technology 
much more predictable," said 
John Whetten, Los Alamos* 
associate director for research and 
energy applications. “The payoff 
is potentially very- high, and the 
technology should be in industry’s 
bag of tricks when energy prices 
start to rise again.” 

Economics, uncertain in the 
face of low oil prices, will 
determine the future of hot dry 
rock technology. The utility 
industry is conducting a major 
feasibility study and other 
countries are starting their own 
programmes. 

Last month Britain renewed its 
financing of a hot dry rock 
experiment in Cornwall, 
somewhat shallower than the Los 
Alamos project and therefore not 
hot enough for - efficient 
generation of electricity. The

British hope eventually to drill 
deeper, perhaps four miles. 

At the same time the European 
Community has announced a 
project in Soultz, France. 

Japan, which has contributed. 
$15 million and a group of 
scientists to the Los Alamos 
project, is opening its own this 
summer at Hijiori, about 200 
miles north of Tokyo. 

Energy Department financing 
will continue, officials said. 

“The potential for additional 
geothermal energy supply in the 
United States is substantia] andwe 
intend to continue to support this 
promising technology,” said 
Robert San Martin, deputy 
assistant secretary for renewable 
energy. 

The scientists are . acutely 
aware that the 1980s landscape 
has been strewn with the 
moribund forms of other 
alternative energy sources. The 
most notorious failure was 


“synfuels," or synthetic fuels, 
including processes for making 
liquid fuel from shale or coal. The 
hopes declined with price of oiL 

Other technologies that have 
made slow progress are modern 
windmills and photovoltaic cells 
that convert sunlight directly to 
electricity. 

In terms of available heat the 
energy of the Earth’s interior is 
virtually an unlimited resource, 
renewed by the slow decay of 
radioactive elements. 

On average the temperature 
rises 85 degrees for every mile of 
depth, but high temperatures can 
be much shallower in geologically 
active areas. 

The New Mexico project, like 
all hot dry rock installations, will 
have a finite lifetime, perhaps as 
much as 40 years or as little as 10. 
After that, the rock will have 
cooled too much to be useful and 
the wells will have to be extended 
or dug again.

TURNBERRY, Scotland (R) - Gordon Brand 
senior and Tsuneyuki Nakajima of Japan set the 
halfway pace in the second round of the British Open 
Golf Championship Friday. 


Englishman Brand, a European 
Ryder Cup player in 1983. 
followed his 71 Thursday with a 
two-under- par 68 Friday to seize 
the lead with a one-under-par 
total of 139. 

Nakajima shot 67. the lowest 
score of the round to date, to take 
second place on 141. two shots 
behind Brand on a day' when the 
high winds dropped after 
Thursday's gales. 

West German Bernhard Langer 
was also in contention on 142 after 
firing a par 70.

U.S. Masters 
Champion Jack Nicklaus and 
defending champion Sandy Lyle 
of Britain, faced anxious waits to 
see if they had avoided the cut to 
70 and ties. 

Ballesteros shot 75 Friday and 
Nicklaus and Lyle 73 each. 

Brand, whose four career wins 
have all beeh in Africa where he 
won this year's Nigerian and Ivory 
Coast opens, played with much 
confidence. 

After a balanced round of 34 on 
each nine, he said: "I got a nice 
rhythm going and putted well. I 
holed some putts early and didn't 
miss anything I should have 
made." 

He birdied from four feet at the 
second and sixth holes, but 
dropped a shot at the eighth when 


he drove into a bunker. A 15-foot 
putt gave him another birdie at the 
10th. He dropped one at 13 after 
finding rough off the tee, then 
collected a birdie at the long 17th. 

Brand is called “senior” to 
distinguish him from another 
British golfer, to whom he is not 
related, Gordon Brand Junior.

“1 don’t like 
the senior and have tried changing 
my n ame to Gordon J. Brand, but 
people think the J stands for 
junior.

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Witherspoon relishes ‘2nd chance’

LONDON — Tim Witherspoon, 
foiled American footballer tuned 
.world heavyweight champion, is 
determined to demolish Briton 
Frank Bruno Saturday night and 
repay a debt of thanks to the 
World Boxing Association 
(WBA). . 

Witherspoon came dose to 
being stripped of the WBA title in 
January when, after winning it 
from fellow- American Tony 
Tubbs, traces of marijuana were 
found in his urine. 

But instead of being relieved of 
the crown, the 29-year-old from 
Philadelphia was allowed to 
continue as champion on 
condition that he sought 
treatment to counter his drug 
problem. 

“They told me I would have to 
have therapy,” he said. “Now I 
thank God every day because if 
things had not happened the way 
they did I might be dead right now. 

“The WBA could have taken 
my title away but that would have 
been wrong. I would have been so 
depressed I would probably have 
gone on to harder drugs which 
would have killed me. 

“But the WBA gave me a 
chance and it’s been the saving of 
me. I know the dangers now. Tm 
clean and I want kids to look up to 
me.” 

Witherspoon, who turned to 
boxing at the age of 20 after a back 
injury ended his American 
football scholarship at Lincoln 
University, will be making his first 
defence of the WBA crown 
against Bruno, the Londoner with 


the sledgehammer punch. 

He would relish victory to prove 
to the WBA in the only way he 
knows that the drag habit has been 
kicked. And a convincing defence 
would also- silence others- who 
sneer at his playboy lifestyle in die 
United States. 

Despite Witherspoon's brave 
words — be daims he will win 
before the seventh round- — 
doubts over his fitness have 
surfaced during his three weeks in 
. England and many believe he has 
not taken the challenge of Bruno 
seriously enough. 

But Witherspoon is a proven 
champion — he held the World 
Boxing Council (WBC) version of 
the heavyweight title for five 
months in 1984 — and will not 
relinquish the WBA crown lightly. 

Witherspoon .is a solid 
performer who learned a lot in his 
early years from sparring with 
Muhammad Air. He is not 
particularly fast nor especially 
powerful and he prefers to work 
inside rather than stand off and 
slug it out. 

He has 24 of his 26 fights, 16 of 
them inside the distance, bat his 
list of. triumphs reveals precious 
few calibre opponents. His defeats 
nam e against Pinklon Thomas 
when he lost the WBC title in 
August 1984, and a 15-round 
points reverse against Larry 
Holmes the previous year, ■ 

If Witherspoon does climb into 
the Wembley ring, 
under-prepared, Bruno is certain 
to make him pay. 

The affable 24-year-old’s 
booming right hand has already 
made him a national hero and ifhe 
succeeds in becoming!.the first 
Briton since 1899 to 'hold the 


world heavyweight title, Bruno 
can expect elevation almost to 
royal status. .. 

Bruno's career took off. only 
after he had undergone surgery in 
Bogota. Colombia, to improve his 
appalling eye sight But once 
awarded a licence to box, the 
awesome power of his right fist 
took oyer and soon Bruno had 
heavyweights from all over the 
world collapsing to die canvas. 

- Despite his young prospect’s 
obvious ability, manager Terry 
Lawless refused to rush Bruno 
towards a tide. ' 

But when Bruno did make a 
move, his claim was impressive. 
Sweden’s Anders Ekltund 
surrendered the European 
heavyweight crown inside four 
rounds and Bruno clinched <his 
world- title shot with a first-round 
demolition of former champion 
Gerrie Coetzee of- South Africa.- 

The Briton has lost only once in 
29 professional fights — that a 
10th round knockout' by 
American James “Bonecrushei^ 
Smith. — but doubts remain over 
Bruno’s ability to take a punch. 


While Witherspoon is 
essentially a street-wise brawler 
who is hard to hit, Bruno's rigidity 
and tactical naivety often make 
him a sitting target. 

Yet if Bruno can land his right 
early on, Britain could' be 
celebrating its first world 
heavyweight champion since Boh 
Fitzsimmons 87 years ago. y 
Bat if Witherspoon can stay out 
of reach early on and move inside 
to work on Bnmo's body often 
enough, the champion's greater 
experience should see - him 
through. 


Soviets continue domination in Moscow 


MOSCOW C Agencies) - World 
champion Yelena Shushunova 
earned near-perfect marks to lead 
her Soviet team to a stunning 
victory on the first night of 
women's gymnastics at the 
Goodwill Games Thursday. 

Shushunova, who shared last 
year’s world championship overall 
honours with her team-mate 
Oksana Omeliyanchik. scored a 
maximum 10 points on the uneven 
bars oq her way to a total of 39.8 
out of a theoretically possible 40 
marks.

Government bonds steadied to close around one point lower in 
the longer dated issues, mostly in response to lower sterling but 
also due to an easier U.S. bond market, dealers said.

Algeria allows citizens to open 
accounts in foreign currencies 


ALGIERS (R) — Algerian 
citizens can now open 
“no-questions-asked” foreign 
currency accounts diet will help 
the government compensate for 
hard currency losses caused by the 
slump in oil export earnings, die 
official news agency APS said 
Thursday. 

The accounts in Algerian banks, 
described as “safe and discreet” 
by APS wiD earn up to 12 percent 
interest on foreign currency and 
geta 40 percent premium over the 
official exchange rate if converted 
into Algerian dinars. 

The centra] bank’s most recent 
published rates in May were 0.70 
dinars to die French franc and 
4.83 dinars to die U.S. dollar, 
w hich are generally considered 
vary low. 

The innovation is evidently 
designed to attract funds from the 
estimated 750,000 Algerian 


emigrant workers in France who 
are usually reluctant to repatriate 
savings because of the 
unfavourable official exchange 
rates. 

The agency said foreign 
currencies could be deposited in 
the special accounts "with every 
confidence without any 
justification regarding their 
source,” implying that no 
questions would be asked about 
where the money came from. 

“This operation will enable 
maximum mo bilisa tion of the 
country’s resources in foreign 
currency, particularly at a time of 
economic crisis and the fan in 
national export earnings due to 
the slump in oQ prices,” the 
agency said. 

* Foreign economic experts 
estimate that Algeria stands to 
lose up to S5 billion this year 
because of the slump in the prices 


of petroleum products which 
represent about 97 per cent of 
exports. 

Account holders can dispose of 
their deposits immediately and at 
any time to pay third parties, make 
transfers abroad, switch to 
another foreign currency account, 
or settle transactions in Algeria 
which require payment in foreign 
currency. 

“In certain well-defined 
conditions interest earned can 
attain 12 per cent. If the account 
holder wishes to withdraw a 
certain amount in dinars the 
regulations grant him an 
encouragement premium equal to 
40 per cent of the value of his 
withdrawal,” APS said. 

The agency did not say whether 
foreigners also would be able to 
benefit from the new regulations 
like the exchange rate premium. 
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Textile producers demand tighter 
controls on Third World exports 



BRUSSELS (R) - Textile 
producers in the U oiled States, 
Canada and the European 
Community (EC) Thursday made 
a joint plea for tighter curbs on 
imports from developing nations 
in talks aimed at extending the 
current world textile trade 
agreement. 

The maid-fibre arrangement 
(MFA), which covers a large pan 
of trade in clothing and textiles, 
has failed to protect Western 
producers from an onslaught of 
cheap imports, the three textile 
producer organisations said in a 
statement. 

“The rapid rise in textile 
imports to toe EC, toe U.S. and 
Pnparia since the MFA was first 
negotiated has led to hundreds of 
thousands of jobs being lost, 
hundreds of factories being shut 
down and to a heavy loss of 
investment capital,” they said. 

Such a surge in i mports 
. threatened toe very survival of the 
textile industries in developed 


countries, they added. 

Organisations representing toe 
three groups of producers said a 
revised MFA should provide a 
mechanism to ensure that a rise in 
imports would be allowed only 
when there was a rise in 
consumption. Industrialised states 
should also be allowed to clamp 
down on those who cheated to 
gain access to their markets. 

The MFA was created in 1974 
to allow for an orderly 
restructuring of textile trade, 
guaranteeing access to Western 
markets while protecting Western 
textile industries from 
uncontrolled exposure to low-cost 
Third World producers. 

The current four-year extension 
of toe MFA runs out on July 31 
and a new extension’ is due to be 
signed later this month under 
GATT (toe General Agreement 
on Tariff and Trade). 

Failure to sign a new extension 
could prove a serious stumbling 


block for upcoming talks on trade 
liberalisation in GATT in Punta 
Del Este, Uruguay, in September. 

Developing states in Asia and 
the Pacific want the MFA 
modified in line with GATT's 
free-trade principles to gain 
further access to the markets of 
industrialised states. 

But Western producers want 
not only to maintain the MFA 
system of separate bilateral quotas 
and curbs but to widen those curbs 
and controls to protect their local 
industries. The United States in 
particular has taken a hard stance 
on low-cost textiles. 

Following a sharp rise in exports 
to the United States, President 
Reagan has instructed his 
administration to “aggressively 
renegotiate” the terms of the 
MFA. EC states have instructed 
their negotiators to withhold 
concessions unless they are 
reciprocated by the low-cost 
producers. 


Major U.S. firm files for brankruptcy 


DALLAS (Agencies) - LTV 
Corp, the second largest 
American steel company, 
Thursday filed for bankruptcy, 
citmg growing problems in its steel 
and enrargy businesses and stiff 
competition from imports. 

LTV has lost more than S1.5 
billion since 1982 but the 
bankruptcy filing came as a 
surprise. Only a few weeks ago the 
company said it had no intention 
of taking such a step. 

The U^Jteel industry has been 
under pressure for a number of 
yean, saddled with ageing plants 
anil equipment and facing strong 
competition from foreign 
steelmakers. 

LTV said in a statement: 
“Today’s action will allow toe 
company to continue its steel, 
aerospace/defence and energy 
products operations while taking 
the steps necessary to restructure 
its businesses and return to 
profitability 

It sail toe reorganisation would 


allow it to further reduce costs and 
restructure its debt. 

Earlier this month toe company 
pumped $112 million into its 
struggling steel unit At the time 
an LTV spkesman said “no 
consideration” was being given to 
declaring bankruptcy. 

LTV said its board has decided 
to file for bankruptcy due mostly 
to continued weakness in steel and 
energy over the past several years, 
together with operating and 
liquidity problems that developed 
unexpectedly during recent 
weeks. 

The company blamed imports 
largely for the weakness in steel 
and energy. 

It said the recent problems 
included a sudden and significant 
-decline in second quarter steel 
shipments and lower than 
expected prices in toe third 
quarter. It also said its sources of 
additional funds tad contracted. 

As a result, it said, it was unable 
to meet its anticipated cash 


requirements, including about 
$1.7 billion in scheduled debt 
service for the next three years 
and about 5375 million in annual 
pension and post-retirement 
benefits. 

It said these obligations- would 
be dealt with in its plan of 
reorganisation. 

Bankamerica suffers 5640m 
loss 

On Wednesday Bankamerica 
Corporation, the second lar^st 
bank-holding company in toe 
United States, announced a $640 
million loss in the second quarter, 
due mainly to the effects of low ofl 
prices and Third World debt 
problems. 

According to the Kuwait News 
Agency (KUNA), the San 
Francisco-based company blamed 
the loss on a sharp rise in its 
problem loans, requiring an 
addition of nearly $1 billion to its 
reserve for bad loans. 


IDA sets replenishment 
target after U.S. accord 


PARIS (R) — The United States has pledged S2.8 
billion over three years to the International 
Development Association (IDA), a World Bank 
agency which makes interest-free loans to the 
world’s poorest countries. World Bank officials said 
Thursday. 


The U.S, pledge, made at a 
two-day meeting of IDA's 34 
donor countries, means that loans 
to less developed countries are 
likely to amount to at least SI 1.5 
billion over its next 1987-90 
operational period. 

But this sum was less than the 
$12 bQbon target proposed by the 
World Bank earlier this year and 
donor nations with large balance 
of payment surpluses were 
exploring how to achieve the 
original target, Mr. Moeen 
Oureshi. chairman of the IDA 
talks, told a news conference. 

A Goal figure is expected to be 
announced at IDA and World 
Bank meetings in Washington 
from Sept. 23 to 25. he said. 

Donors to the agency, which is 
topped upwito funds at three-year 
intervals, also had agreed in 
principle to tighten up lending 
terms on demands by the United 


States and others. 

"The purpose of a change in 
terms is to allow the agency's very 
scarce resources to be recycled 
more rapidly to the neediest 
countries." Mr. Oureshi said. 

Since its creation in 196U. IDA 
has pumped $36.6 billion 
interest-free into development 
projects in countries with a per 
capita income of less S790 a year. 
Loans are repayable over 5U years 
with a 10-year grace period. Mr. 
Oureshi said that from mid- 19SS. 
after the eighth replenishment of 
the agency's funds, donor 
countries believed new loans 
should be reimbursed over a 
shorter period of 40 or even 35 
years. 

But they would remain 
interest-free and the 1 0-vear 
grace period would be 
maintained, given the problems 
faced by Third World nations in 


meeting debt reserx icing 
payments. 

There was also a consensus by 
donors to introduce a mechanism 
allotting IDA to review in 
mid-period the terms for countries 
which had progressed 
economically, overstepping the 
$790 per capita income limit, he 
said. 

Previous recipients, such as 
South Korea and Colombia . now 
are Jnnor nations. 

Details on stiffer loan terms are 
expected to be worked out by 
September, as is a threat by Japan, 
currenth the second IDA and 
World Bank contributor after the 
United Slates, to cui its funding 
unless it is given a bigger share in 
voting. 

Donor countries have agreed 
unanimously to place high priority 
on loan requests from African 
states and are w tiling to allocate 
up to one-half of I DA~ resources to 
the sub-Sahara if economic 
adjustment programmes there are 
believed to be viable. 

Allocations to these countries 
should be 45 per cent of the 
agency's funds as a minimum, 
against 3b per cent in IMS5 and an 
average 24 per cent in the l»i7us. 
Mr. Oureshi said. 


USSR offers to help Gulf Arab states 


KUWAIT (AP) — A ranking 
Soviet official Thursday said here 
that the Kremlin supported 
Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC) oil 
producers in their endeavours to 
stabOise the oil market and reach 
an agreement on “just” ofl prices, 
the Kuwait News Agency 
(KUNA) reported. 

Mr. Konstan t ine Katushev, 
member of the Soviet Communist 
Party’s central committee, told the 
agency that his country was 
equally ready to open its markets 
to national products of OPEC 
member countries “to help them 
resolve their economic problems 
following toe sharp decline in oil 
prices." 

“We are also ready to accept 
OPEC national products instead 
of hard currencies in payment for 
imports from the Soviet Union” 
Mr. Katushev said in toe interview 
conducted during his current visit 
to the oil-rich Gulf state. 

Mr. Katushev, who doubles as 
member of toe Supreme Soviet 
and chairman of toe state’s foreign 
economic relations committee, is 
the highest ranking Moscow 
official to visit Kuwait since 
relations between the two 
countries were established in 
1961. 

His visit at the head of a strong 
oil and economic delegation has 
been interpreted as part of an 
offensive by the leadership of Mr. 
Mikhail Gorbachev' to boost its 
fledgling economic links in the 
Gulf region and to attract 
extensive petrodollar investments 
to the Soviet Union through joint 
projects. 

Mr. Katushev’s remarks on 
cooperation with OPEC and 
opening up Soviet markets to toe 
OPEC national products could be 
welcome overtures for the GCC 
states. Arab diplomats here said. 


Four members of the alliance 
double as members in the 
13-nation group which has been 
seeking the cooperation of 
non-OPEC ofl producers like the 
Soviet Union in curbing oil 
production so as to arrest toe 
collapse of prices on the workl 
market. 

Additionally, the Gulf states 
have been finding difficulty in 
marketing their main national 
product, the oil- related 
petrochemicl industries. 

"The Soviet Union is offering 
these facilities as practical 
measures for assisting OPEC 
member countries to face their 
economic difficulties,'' Mr. 
Katushev told KUNA. 

“The Soviet Union also fully 
understands endeavours of OPEC 
countries to stabilise toe world oil 
market,” he said. 

He accused non-OPEC 
countries he did not name of 


“creating an artificial ofl crisis 
which has adversely affected the 
international economic situation 
and exacerbated the indebtedness 
of borrower countries.” 

"The Soviet Union supports 
efforts for the stabilisation of the 
oil prices and reaching an 
agreement on just prices of ofl," 
Mr. Katushev added. 

Responding to a question about 
what oil prices the Soviet Union 
considered to be just. Mr. 
Katushev said that judging by the 
discussions between OPEC and 
non-OPEC countries, such a just 
price could range between $19 
and $24 a barrel. 

Mr. Katushev and his 
delegation held talks with Oil 
Minister Ali Khalifa AJ Sabah 
with whom he discussed possible 
oil and petrochemical ventures in 
the Soviet Union. He also met 
with the chairman of the Kuwait 
chamber of commerce

Filipino rebel kidnappers free 
American missionary, nuns 


MARAWI, Philippines (R) — Muslim rebels Friday 
released unharmed and without ransom payment 
American missionary Brian Lawrence, kidnapped 
last Saturday in the southern Philippines. 


Lawrence told reporters: “I feel 
very happy. I have to say the 
kidnappers treated me very well.” 

His freedom was negotiated by 
frorner Lanao Del Sur provincial 
Governor Princess Tarhata 
Lu email, who said there were 
delays in his release because the 
kidnappers feared the military 
might launch an operation against 
them. 

His release came about 30 
hours after another rebel group 
freed 10 Roman Catholic nuns 
abducted last Friday from their 
convent in Marawi, a 
predominantly M uslim city 800 
kilometres south east of Manila. 

Lawrence. 30, and his wife 
Caroline. 32, are students and 
Protestant missionaries at 
Malawi's Mindanao State 
University. 

Lawrence, tall and bearded, 
appeared slightly shaken by the 
experience. He said his captors 
occasionally threatened him, 
especially when they believed the 
army might launch a rescue 
operation. 

“There were times when I was 
threatened that if the military 
would operate.

BONN (R) — The West German 
government believes that a spy 
swap could resolve a stand-off 
with Communist East Germany 
over a top double-defector 
sheltering in East Berlin's mission 
in Bonn, newspapers said Friday.

Die Welt quoted government 
sources as saying prosecutors 
could quash the warrant on the 
grounds of national interest if East 
Berlin agreed to release a West 
German prisoner in exchange for 


Meissner’s safe passage home.
